The Chairman and! Prime 
Minister of the People’s 
Government have returned 
from Moscow and gone into a 
kind of hibernation. So far 
they have told their country- 
men nothing of their triumph 
in Moscow. Peking Radio 
has done its bit, and the two 
pro-Communist papers here 
broke into almost: identical 
headlines — “Return with 
Glory"—in faithful following 
of the party line. The hyper- 
bole tells its own. story. An 
intensive campaign of pro- 
paganda from Peking preced- 
ed the return. Party leaders 
kept out of it, but as usual 
tull use was made of the help- 
less fellow-travellers, Broad- 
easts overlaid the obnoxious 
features of the Manchurian 
stalemate with culogies on 
the fraternal relations be.
